Washington Too Small for New Deal; 


May Be Invaded 


Ickes Says Federal Activities Are Expanding 
So Fast Transfer of Certain Officers 
““May Be Necessary.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The ac- 
tivities of the Federal Government 
are expanding at such a rapid rate 
that it “may be necessary” to trans- 
fer certain branches of the Govern- 
ment to a nearby city, probably 
Baltimore, Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes said today. 

Ickes is the official housekeeper 
for the Government and it has been 
his problem during the last two 
years to find office space for the 
large number of New Deal agen- 
cies. He confessed in his statement 
today that the problem was “get- 
ting him down.” 

His latest difficulty is finding a 
place for the Social Security Board 
set up by the last Congress. The 
board is now functioning in skele- 
ton form with quarters in the De- 
partment of Labor building, but 
plans are prepared for a rapid ex- 
pansion and in less than a year, 
according to Ickes, expansion will 
have reached such a point that 75.,- 
000 to 100,000 net square. feet of 
floor space will be required. By 
the end of 1937, Ickes said, “three 
or four times that amount” will be 
needed. 

Federal Payroll Mounts. 

Meanwhile the Federal payroll 
continues to grow. The latest re- 
port of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion showed a total employed in the 
executive branch of the Govern- 
ment, exclusive of the army and 


the navy, of 796,297, which repre- 
sented a net gain of 1830 over the 
previous month’s total. 

In the District of Columbia on 
Nov. 1 there were 110,009 employes. 
The war time peak was 117,760. 

The Federal Government is now 
occupying 2,500,000 net square feet 
of space in 103 rented buildings, 
either in whole or in part in the 
District of Columbia, plus about 
12,000,000 square feet in 101 Gov- 
ernment-owned buildings. Very 
few of the Federal agencies are 
privileged to operate under one 
roof. Most of them, owing to nec- 
essary expansions, have had to dis- 
perse their activities, spreading out 
into other buildings. 


Some of Separated Units. 

Secretary Ickes pointed to his 
own department as one of the most 
“dispersed.” Activities of the In- 
terior Department are now in 14 
different buildings, the War De- 
partment in 16 buildings, the Reset- 
tlement Administration in 15, the 
General Accounting Office in 10 
and the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration in 10. 

“Surveys now indicate,” Ickes 
said, “that there are now to be had 
various units of available space, 
but these are not of sufficient size 
or if used would require the break- 
ing up of operating units of Gov- 
ernment. To avoid this uneconomic 
arrangement, it may be necessary 
to transfer some of the activities to 
some nearby city, such as Balti- 


more.” 
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WOMAN INJURED WHEN AUTO

Chicagoan Seriously Hurt in Ac- 
cident at Lindell and 
Spring. 

Mrs. Lillian Bulkley of Chicago, a 
guest at Hotel Coronado, suffered 
a skull injury early today when an 
automobile in which she was rid- 
ing struck a concrete traffic stand- 
ard in Lindell boulevard at Spring 
avenue. She was taken to Barnes 
Hospital, where her condition was 
said to be serious. 

With her husband, Clinton Bulk- 
ley, a salesman, she had attended a 
party at the Park Plaza Hotel. The 
driver of the machine which be- 
longed to Bulkley was Frank 
Bainbridge of Chicago, a business 
associate. Bainbridge, who was cit 
and bruised, said he did not see the 
concrete post until too late to avoid 
striking it. 

Fourteen traffic accidents were 
reported during the 24-hour period 
ending at 4 a. m. today. Nine per- 
sons were hurt. 


BIG DEMAND FOR SMALL COINS 


Attributed to Use in Slot Machines 
and for Sales Taxes. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—An ex- 
ceptional demand for small coins, 
attributed unofficially to slot ma- 
chines and sales taxes, was report- 
ed today by the Treasury. 

In the first 11 months of 1935, the 
mints turned out 472,187,047 pieces 
as compared with 273,226,729 pieces 
in the same period last year. Of 
this amount, 294,892,000 were pen- 
nies, while nickels and dimes each 
exceeded 60,000,000. The Treasury 
said the Philadelphia mint has been 
on a temporary 24-hour basis and 
may continue so until the first of 
the year. Domestic coinage thus 
far has had a total value of $31,254,- 
843.50, as compared with $18,925,886 
in 1934.

FRANKLIN, O.; Dec. 5.—Town 
Marshal William Graham killed one 
of three bank robbers, wounded the 
other two and was himself wound- 
ed in an exchange of shots today. 
As the shooting started, the robbers 
dropped $7000 in currency they had 
just stolen in a holdup of the 
Franklin National Bank. 

Virgil Groves, a passerby, sus- 
pecting that the bank was being 
held up, had taken the ignition key 
from the robbers’ car, the motor 
of which was running, and notified 
the marshal. 

The robbers, finding their car use- 
less, took possession of a parked 
automobile in which were Mrs. 
Bertha Brudge, 25 years old, and 
her sister, Mrs. Edna Bowlin, 30, 
both of Franklin. 

Mrs. Brudge said the men forced 
her to drive 60 miles an hour until 
she deliberately lost control of the 
car and sent it into a ditch. 

Both women escaped unhurt. 

The robbers after taking the 
fields on foot seized a bakery truck 
going to Yellow Springs where they 
stole another car and _ continued 
their flight. 


WPA PAYING MEN BUT LACKS 
TOOLS TO PUT THEM TO WORK 


East Side Director’s Aid Expects 
Monday to Outfit 7400 in 
Drainage District. 


Richard Faverau, Assistant WPA 
director of the East St. Louis dis- 
trict, said today he expected suf- 
ficient tools would be on hand next 
Monday to put 7400 men to work on 
the drainage ditches of the East St. 
Louis Levee and Sanitary District. 
The WPA has alloted $3,561,536 for 
the work in Madison and St. Clair 
counties. 

The men have been taken from 
the relief rolls, assigned to jobs and 
are being paid, but have not been 
able to work because only a few 
picks and shovels are on hand. 
Faverau explained that tools for a 
WPA job could not be purchased 
until after the work was approved.

SHOT AT PARKED 
POLICE SQUAD CAR 


Youth Says They Used 
Weapons at Distance of 
120 .Feet—Half That 
Far, Assert Officers. 
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By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 5.— 
Cornelius Van Shaack Roosevelt, 
grandson of former President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, and a fellow stu- 
dent, were held today for the grand 
jury on charges of assault and bat- 
tery with a dangerous weapon. 
Roosevelt and Peter de Florez, 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology students, were accused of 
discharging air pistols at a news- 
paper reporter and two policemen. 

The pair were released in their 
personal recognizance pending the 
posting by each of $200 bonds. 

Roosevelt, who is 20 years old and 
lives at Oyster Bay, N. Y., and De 
Florez, who is 21 and lives at Pom- 
fret, Conn., faced three charges 
each of assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon. The maximum 
sentence, under the law, is two and 
a half years in the House of Cor- 
rection. 


; Shooting at Passers-By. 


They were arrested Nov. 20 and 
accused of shooting with air pistols 
from an upper window of the Tech- 
nology Club at persons passing by. 

Louis de Florez, father of one of 
the defendants, said he was a New 
York engineer and testified that in 
his opinion the shots from the air 
pistol took effect only at a distance 
of between 15 to 20 feet, and doubted 
if they would penetrate the flesh 
at greater distances. 

He subjected himself to shots at 
the palm of his hand and his chest,

|let fired from the pistols at the 
|temple or the eye might penetrate 
sufficiently to cause death. 


Admit Most of Testimony. 

Admitting most of the police tes- 
timony, young De Florez took ex- 
ception only to police estimates of 
the distance the shots traveled. He 
said he and Roosevelt were firing 
at targets 120 feet distant, but the 
police contended the range was 
nearly half that distance. 

De Florez admitted they had fired 
at a gasoline can carried by John 
Barry, Boston newspaperman, who 
was walking on the drive near the 
fraternity house. He admitted that 
they had fired at the parked squad 
car in which were Patrolmen Hugh 
J. O’Neill and William P. Crowe of 
the metropolitan police. 

Barry testified he was struck in 
the neck and that he went to the 
police car and reported his exper- 
ience. 

Replying to defense arguments, 
Judge Robert Walcott said: “This 
court doesn’t appreciate a spirit of 
playfulness that might cost the eye 
of any person, or the eye of a po- 
liceman doing his duty.” 


LAVAL GIVES IN TO RADICAL 
SOCIALISTS; SAVES CABINET 


Agrees to Do Something About 
Semi-Military Political 
Forces.

PARIS, Dec. 5.—Premier Laval 
today accepted the demands of the 
Radical Socialists for action against 
the semi-military political forces, 
thus saving the life of his Cabinet. 

The Premier’s acceptance “with 
minor reservations” was announced 
by Edouard Herriot, former Pre- 
mier and leader of the Radical So- 
cialists, after a conference with 
Laval. 

There was an immediate softening 
of the Radical Socialist hostility to- 
ward the Cabinet, the Leftists had 
renewed their attack on the “po- 
litical troops” in a debate in the 
Chamber of Deputies earlier in the 
day. 


C, £. MITCHELL TO APPEAL 


New York Financier Attacks $1,- 
093,000 Income Tax Award.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Charles 
E, Mitchell notified the Board of 
Tax Appeals today he would appeal 
to the Circuit Court from a de- 
cision awarding the Treasury $1,- 
093,064 in taxes and penalty on his 
1929 income. 

The award against the former 
president of the Nationai City Bank 
of New York included a $728,709 
judgment based on an assertedly in- 
correct income tax report, plus a 
$364,355 penalty. Mitchell filed

She has seen thébaby since its 
birth, Aug. 17, emily once, and then 
at Court during-the habeas corpus 
hearing. Retalling that meeting, 
she said, “This is as happy a day 
as I'll ever have, I guess. I'm go- 
ing to ask Judge Becker to let me 
see my baby again soon.” 

The baby will remain in custody 
of the Court at the Children’s Hos- 
pital until next Wednesday or later, 
for disposition of exceptions that 
may be filed by the respondents to 
the Commissioner’s ruling. 

“And even if he’s too young to 
know anything about Santa Claus, 
I’m going to have a tree and toys 
for him at Christmas,” Anna added. 

Visibly agitated and asserting she 
couldn’t describe her feelings ade- 
quately except that she was “very 
happy,” Anna said: “But I'll show 
you when I have him. I'll love him, 
fondle him, and care for him like 
any mother who has been separated 
from her child. 

“I’ve never had any doubt it was 
my baby that Mrs. Muench had. 
Duri the trial I didn’t believe the 
things witnesses said about it be- 
longing to Mrs. Muench. They 
didn’t tell the truth. I was wor- 
ried about what the Judges would 
do, but I never intended to give up. 
I always wanted it and I was going 
to get my baby back somehow. 

“Waiting to see what the judges 
would decide was the hard part. 
It took so long and I couldn’t think 
of anything else.” 

The unwed mother, who was 
drawn from the quiet old settle- 
ment of Newtown, Pa., into the 
whirl of the baby hoax, said she 
hoped “to get into some private 
home, where I can work and keep 
the baby with me.” 

As to charges which she filed last 
May at Doylestown, Pa., against 
Francis A. Gordon, an industrial en- 
gineer, as father of her child, Anna 
said she thought she would drop 
them. “I want to forget all about 
Mr. Giordon,” she said. 

Giordon’s wife is a daughter of 
Mrs. Rebecca Winner, retired mid- 
wife, to whose home, 6015 Maple 
avenue, Anna came to give birth 
to her baby after arrangements 
were made between Wilfred Jones, 
attorney, and Mrs. Giordon. Anna 
formerly worked in Mrs. Giordon’s 
home as a servant. 


Evicted Woman Dies of Exposure. 

CHICAGO, Dec, 5.—Mrs, Rubina 
Thomas, 51 years oid, evicted from

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For the determination of the is- 
sue of identity there is scarcely a 
precedent. Even the scriptural] story 
related as evidence of the wisdom 


of a renowned ancient king (Solo- 
mon, 1 Kings 3:16-28) does not pre- 
sent an exact parallel or furnish 
practical aid here for the solution 
of the problem of identity. The evi- 
dence offered by the parties to the 
cause and the inferences to be legi- 
timately drawn therefrom must 
alone furnish the key for the deter- 
mination of that problem. 
Conclusion From Evidence. 

The evidence shows, as we shall 
presently point out, that the child 
now in the custody of the Court, 
and about which this case revolves, 
is the same child that first ap- 
peared in the home of respondents 
Muench in the city of St. Louis, 
Mo., either on the evening of Aug. 
17 or the early morning of Aug. 
18, 1935. It is the same«child that 
had been in the home of said re- 
spondents almost continuously from 
that time until it was produced in 
this Court upon the order of the 
Special Commissioner on Oct. 30, 
1935. 

Did Mrs. Muench give birth to 
that child as respondents’ evidence, 
in a general way, purported to dis- 
close? Petitioner charges that she 
did not, and the evidence abundant- 
ly supports that charge. Mrs. 
Muench is 44 years of age. She 
had been married 23 years before 
her purported birth of this child, 
and had never before borne a child. 
Childbirth for any childless woman 
of her age would have been attend- 
ed with great difficulties and per- 
sonal dangers. For such a critical 
event in the life of any woman, and 
particularly that of the wife of a 
physician, living on a plane like 
these respondents in a large city, 
hospitalization, expert medical at- 
tention and skilled nursing are all 
considered indispensable to the life 
and well-being of both the mother 
and the child. 

Approach to the event of expected 
ed childbirth by persons like re- 
spondents Muench could not have 
been easily made in secrecy, or 
without a revelation of the evidence 
of what was about to occur, It is 
difficult to conceive how the event 
of childbirth to Mrs Muench could 
have occurred under circumstances 
which raised such a question of 
doubt as to whether the event did 
occur, and in the light of ordinary 
human experience it is equally in- 
conceivable why the event should 
have been kept secret at all. 

Antecedent Incidents. 

A few incidents were shown to 

have occurred prior to the supposed 


|event of childbirth which cast an 
'immediate doubt upon the possibil- 
| ity that Mrs. Muench bore a child. 

. On July 11, 1935, Dr. Aaron 
Levy observed Mrs. Muench in her 
home, when he was called there to 


baby, which will be hereinafter 
more fully referred to, and he saw 
no signs at that late date that in- 
dicated that Mrs. Muench was so 
soon to become a mother. 


From the evidence it appears that 
the alleged birth of a child to re- 
spondents Muench is supposed to 
have occurred under the strangest 
and most mysterious circumstances, 
It was at about the hour of mid- 
night. The family butler and chauf- 
feur had departed for the night. 
The colored maid was away at a 
picture show. Mrs. Muench had 
been left at the home alone, al- 
though the colored maid said that 
she had complained of pains and 
hurting as early as noon of that day. 
Helen Berroyer, a respondent here- 
in and a close personal friend and 
associate of Mrs. Muench, had been 
called by telephone by Mrs. Muench 
at about 9 or 9:30 o'clock that eve- 
ning. She had been asked by Mrs. 
Muench to come alone and see her, 
because she was feeling ill. 


Mrs. Berroyer testified that she 
went immediately to the home of 
Mrs. Muench and found that she 
was having pains’ intermittently, 
the severity of which increased dur- 
ing the evening. No other person 
was then in the Muench home, Dr. 
Muench was located by telephone 
and came home. By this time Mrs. 
Muench had taken her bed. No 
nurse was called. 


Mysterious Other Man. 
According to the testimony of 
Mrs. Berroyer, the only person who 
purported to tell of the event of 
childbirth, she left the supposed 
confinement chamber when Mrs. 


Muench appeared in much distress 
and personal suffering and went to 
the icebox in the kitchen for a 
drink of whisky. While there she 
saw a man go upstairs toward the 
bedroom of Mrs. Muench. She did 
not know him. He was not intro- 
duced to her at all. Later, when 
she inquired who this man was, Dr. 
Muench is supposed to have told 
her he did not want to divuige that 
information. 


After this unknown man arrived, 
Mrs. Berroyer did not again g0 
hack into Mrs. Muench’s bedroom,

The claim of the Muenches that 
Mrs. Muench gave birth to a baby 


was denounced as a “sham and

Significant conclusions of the 
commissioner in his “findings of 
facts and conclusions of law,” 
were: 

That the child in dispute was 
not that of the Muenches, but the 
son of Anna Ware, born to her 
last Aug. 17. 

That Mrs. Muench did not give 
birth to a baby, but represented 
Anna’s child as her own with 
the motive of gaining sympathy, 
for herself at her trial at Mexico, 
Mo., on a charge of kidnaping Dr. 
Isaac D. Kelley for ransom, of 
which she was acquitted, and for 
a possible other “ulterior motive.” 

That Attorney Wilfred Jones 
and Mrs. Helen SBerroyer, re- 
spondents with the Muenches in 
the habeas corpus case in which 
Anna Ware sought to recover her 
baby, conspired with the Muencheg 
to procure the baby. 


Time Allowed for Objections, 


An order of the Court of Appeals, 
giving effect to the recommenda- 
tions of the Commissioner, is ex- 
pected to follow as promptly as ore 
derly procedure will permit. The 
Court today granted the respond- 
ents in the case—the Muenches, 
Wilfred Jones and Helen Berroyer 
—until next Wednesday to file ob- 
jections and exceptions to the re- 
port. The Court’s decision could 
come at any time thereafter. 

When the Court’s decision is hand- 
ed down, the respondents, if they 
ask for it, will be given a reasona- 
ble time in which to file a motion 
for a new hearing. Only at the 
conclusion of these steps of proced- 
ure can the order become effective 
and until then the baby, now 3% 
months old, will remain in custody 
of the Court in the Children’s Hos- 
pital. 

Return of the child to Anna Ware 
will constitute final confirmation 
of the Post-Dispatch’s exposure of 
the Muench baby hoax, made in a 
series of exclusive news articles be- 
ginning Sept. 18, when, this news- 
paper traced the fortunate 
“Price” baby, predecessor of the 
Ware baby in the plot, through the 
Muench home to the Jewish Hospi- 
tal. 

History of the Case.

President Shown to Be One 
of Several Officers Who 
Purchased Company’s Is- 
sues on Credit.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — A re- 


part that Eugene G. Grace, presi- 
dent of Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 
tion, owed the corporation $5,206,- 
079 as of Dec. 31, 1934, was made 
public today by the Securities Com- 
mission. Grace was one of several 
officers listed as debtors in connec- 
tion with purchases of the com- 
/ pany’s stock, contracted for in 1930, 


There was no indication whether 
the amount owed was past uue now. 

The stock, totaling 130,910 shares, 
was sold to the officers at about 
the market price then current.

Hearing of testimony began Oct. 
15 and was concluded Nov. 6, 86 
witnesses having been heard. 

In their return to the writ of ha- 
beas corpus the Muenches did not 
aver that the baby they had in their 
home, which was claimed by Anna, 
was their own, and this was noted 
by the Commissioner in his report, 
as was the refusal of the Muenches 
to testify on the grounds that their 
answers might tend to incriminate 
them. 

Commissioner’s Finding. 


After reviewing the testimony of 
the strange circumstances of the 
alleged birth of a child to Mrs. 
Muench, as given by other witnesses 
than the Muenches, the Commis- 
sioner said of them: 


“Their actions, when viewed in 
the light of the other testimony 
heard, lead to the conclusion that 
their claim that a child was born 
to Mrs. Muench on Aug. 18, 1935, 
is utterly false, and that their cf- 
forts to support that claim repre- 
sent deliberate and consummate de- 
ception. Mrs. Muench did not give 
birth to a child on Aug. 18, 1935. 
The child in the custody of this 
court is not the child of Nellie Tip- 
ton Muench or Dr. Ludwig O. 
Muench.” 

Again, speaking of the reported 
birth of a child to Mrs. Muench, 
the Commissioner said: 

“Mrs. Muench was then under 
indictment (in St. Louis County) 
for participating in the kidnaping 
of Dr. I. D. Kelley, a wealthy St. 
Louis physician, and her trial on 
that charge was to be held in Mex- 
ico, Mo., just one month later. Her 
purpose to secure and pretend that 
she had given birth to a baby was 
presumably conceived, in part at 
least, for the purpose of enabling 
her to gain sympathy from the jury 
trying her in the kidnaping case 
pending, although the evidence fair- 
ly warrants the belief that she may 
have had even more ulterior mo- 
tives in mind.” 


Clear Evidence of Conspiracy. 


As to the part played by Attorney 
Wilfred Jones and Helen Berroyer 
the Commissioner said: 

“The child of Anna Ware was ob- 
tained as part of a conspiracy on 
the part of respondents Muench 
assisted by Wilfred Jones and Hel- 
en Berroyer. The conduct on the 
part of these conspirators, as re- 
vealed by their actions and their 
testimony during the hearing, clear. 
ly evidenced the conspiracy.” 

Jones, as is known, has been in- 
dicted by the St. Louis grand jury 
for perjury in the testimony he 
gave in the case. He was de. 
nounced by the Special Commis- 
sioner from the bench as guilty of 
“flagrant perjury,” and the Com. 
missioner requested the Circuit At- 
torney to lay the matter before 
the grand jury. 

The Commissioner’s report sharp- 
ly described Jones’ attitude on the 
witness stand as “insolent and 
evasive,” and intended to conceal 
the facts rather than aid the Court 
in determining them. 


The Commissioner, in his report, 
related how in the course of the 
hearing, he ordered the Muenches 
to bring the baby into court, which 


they did after an unsuccessful ef- 
fort to get a writ of prohibition

how the Court took custody of the 
child as evidence in the case. 
Commissioner’s Conclusion. 

The report continued: 

“That the child now in the cus- 
tody of the Court, and taken from 
the home of respondents Muench 
under order of the Special Commis- 
sioner made during this hearing, is 
the child of the petitioner (Anna 
Ware), there can be no reasonable 
doubt. ... Anna Ware positively 
identified the baby as her child, The 
indescribable but eloquent expres- 
sion of motherly instinct and affec- 
tion revealed by Anna Ware when 
she first saw the baby in court was 
significant. Had this not been 
Anna Ware's child, the respondents 
could have, and certainly would 
have, accounted for the present 
whereabouts of the Ware child. 


“The child is the son of Anna 
Ware. 
“The finding from the evidence 


that the child now in the custody 
of the Court is the child of petition- 
er permits but one, and only one, 
conclusion on the part of the Court, 
which is that the child should be 
given over into petitioner’s custody 
as its natural and proper guardian 
... The order and judgment of the 
Court should, therefore, be that the 
child be delivered into the custody 
of petitioner as prayed in her peti- 
tion; and the Special Commission- 
er so recommends.” 
Three Judges to Act. 

The three Judges of the Court of 
Appeals, William Dee Becker, pre- 
siding in this case; Jefferson D. 
Hostetter, and Edward J. McCullen, 
sat on the bench in the appointment 
of the Special Commissioner and in 
the decision of some controversial 
points in the course of the hearing. 
All three will act in rendering final 
judgment on the Commissioner's re- 
port. 

Commissioner Limbaugh is a 
practicing lawyer at Cape Girar- 
deau, Mo., and formerly was a 
member of the State Legislature as 
Representative from Cape _ Glirar- 
deau County. 

There is no appeal from the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals in a 
habeas corpus case.

“On the front of the First Army 
Corps there was intense activity of 
patrols in advance of our Dolo- 
Makale line. 

“Several minor chieftains and 
warriors of Degiac (Governor) Kas- 
sa Sebhat made acts of submis- 
sion to the Danakil column. 

“On the front of the Second 
Army Corps, enemy groups were 
dispersed beyond the Takkaze Riv- 
er south of the region of Addi Ras- 
si. On our side, four Italian sol- 
diers were killed. 

“The Aviation Service intensified 
its reconnaissance on every front.” 


Ethiopian King Expected to Leave 
- Dessye Soon. 

IMPERIAL ETHIOPIAN HEAD- 
QUARTERS, DESSYE, Ethiopia, 
Dec. 5.—Emperor Haile Selassie, a 
close adviser said, will leave Dessye 
within a few days, either going 
overland to the north or flying back 
to Addis Ababa. 

In any case, it was learned, he 
will not proceed more than 50 miles 
toward the northern battle front, 
probably going to Magdala to meet 
his three northern commanders. 

(Magdala is about 40 miles north- 
west of Dessye, and something less 
than 150 miles due south of Makale, 
where the Italian front lines are.) 

It was thought the length of the 
Emperor’s stay in Northern Ethio- 
pia would depend on whether the 
Italians attempted to renew their 
offensive in Tigre Province. 

“T cannot tell you how happy I 
am at the opportunity of seeing my 
soldiers in the field,” he declared.

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WILFRED JONES FILES 
REPORT ON ESTATE 


Second Settlement, Due in 
September, Made on Property 
of Mrs. Rosa M. Meyer. 


Wilfred Jones, an attorney, filed 
a second settlement yesterday in the 
$14,000 estate of Mrs. Rosa M. Mey- 
er, of which he is executor. The 
settlement shows receipts totaling 
$12,055 and disbursements $11,343, 
leaving a balance of $712. Partial 
disbursements also were accounted 
for in a previous report. 

The settlement was due last Sep- 
tember, at which time Jones was 
involved in the Ware-Muench baby 
case, in which he became a respond- 
ent and as a result of his testimony 
}in that matter in the Court of Ap- 
peals is under indictment for per- 
jury. 

An attachmént recently issued in 
Probate Court to require Jones to 
show cause why he had not filed 
the settlement was transmitted to 
Sheriff Madden by Probate Clerk 
Frank Morris to be served on Jones, 
but the order, which was made re- 
turnable Dec. 13, will be quashed. 


The settlement was presented to 
Probate Judge Arnold to await his 
action. 

Jones informed the court that be- 
cause of litigation in which he is 
endeavoring to discover additional 
assets said to belong to the estate 
he is unable at this time to make 
final settlement. He pointed out 
that all funds of the estate are held 
in joint control by him and the 
Maryland Causalty Co., surety on 
his official bond, and all checks 
have their joint signature. 

Among the disbursements listed in 
the second report were a total of 
$7713 to heirs of Mrs. Meyer, who 
died in 1932; $628 as commissions 
for the executor and $450 in fees 
paid to Shepard R. Evans, attorney, 
for the estate. 


MRS, LEOLA BRADFIELD FILES 
SUIT 10 DIVORCE BROKER 


Alleges General Indignities and 
Asks for Restoration of 
Maiden Name. 

Mrs. Leola Bradfield filed suit 
yesterday to divorce John Sherman 
Bradfield, a broker, alleging gen- 

eral indignities. 

They were married in July, 1927, 
and separated last Sept. 21. Brad- 
field entered his appearance, filing 
an answer in which he made gen- 
eral denial of the allegations in the 
petition. Mrs. Bradfield asked for 
restoration of her maiden name of 
Meinhard. The Bradfields resided 
at 454 Bellerive boulevard. 
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in the house and Mrs. Muench had 
called her to come over and be 
with her. Instead, Mrs. Berroyer 
stayed in the hallway outside the 
bedroom of Mrs. Muench, where Dr. 
Muench passed her three or four 
times going between the bedroom 
of Mrs. Muench and the bathroom. 
Finally, on one of these trips, Dr. 
Muench was said to have stated to 
her that they had a baby boy. No 
one was present except Mrs. 
Muench, Dr. Muench and the other 
man, whom Mrs. Berroyer did not 
know, who did not appear to tes- 
tify, whose identity has not been 
established, and whose connection 
with the event remains a mystery. 

No special equipment such as 
hospitals provide to assist in the 
period of labor during confinement 
had been provided for the bedroom 
of Mrs. Muench. No nurse was 
called or appeared to help. If 
anything was said that night about 
taking Mrs. Muench to the hospital, 
it was not divulged. But that it 
was a case where hospitalization 
could have been provided, because 
there was ample time for it, ap- 
pears certain. So far as appeared 
at the hearing, no arrangements for 


hospitalization had either been con-|. 


templated or made. 
“Other Strange Incidents.” 

Other strange incidents related 
tend to deepen the mystery in which 
the story of the birth of a child 
to respondents Muench has _ been 
cast. Dr. Muench is not an ob- 
stetrician. He has been a medi- 
cal attendant at child birth only 
on rare occasions in the last sev- 
eral years. If the other man who 
attended the supposed birth of a 
child to Mrs. Muench was a physi- 
cian, no one in this hearing deigned 
to say so. 

The report of the supposed birth 
of the child was certified to the 
City Health Commissioner by Dr. 
Muench. This certificate recited 
that Dr. Muench himself attended 


his wife at childbirth, an incident | 


termed by the City Health Com- 
missioner as extraordinary. 

This statement of facts in the 
birth certificate having been ques- 
tioned by the Health Commissioner, 
two physicians, at the request of Dr. 
and Mrs. Muench, signed written 
statements tending to support the 
certificate of Dr. Muench that Mrs. 
Muench had given birth to a child. 
Both of these physicians testified in 
these hearings. One of them, Dr. 
Marsh Pitzman, who it was that 
Mrs. Muench had heretofore de- 
ceived as to her pregnancy, said 
that his written statement had not 
been based on information received 
by him as a physician, and that he 
had never made a physical examin- 
ation of Mrs, Muench, but that his 
written statement was based pure- 
ly on what she told him and his ob- 
servations of her outward appear- 
ance. He repudiated the written 
statement he had previously made 
that, in his opinion, Mrs. Muench 
had given birth to a child, and said 
that in his opinion she did not give 
birth to a child. 

The other physician, Dr. Maurice 
Thompson, said that his statement 
in writing indicating’ that Mrs. 
Muench had given birth to a child, 
was made on the faith of the his- 
tory of the case as related to him 
by Dr. and Mrs. Muench, and was 
given by him as a friend of Dr. 
Muench. 

Silence of the Muenches. 

In drawing aside the veil of 
mystery surrounding the strange 
circumstances upon which the de- 
fense is based, we are not assisted 
by any testimony of Dr. and Mrs. 
Muench, for each of them declined 
to answer any of a series of ques- 
tions propounded to them, on the 
‘ground that their answers might 
tend to incriminate them. Nor, as 
we have already pointed out, did 
these respondents make any specific 
claim that this child was their child 
in the return they filed under oath 
herein, contenting themselves rath- 
er with a mere denial of their pos- 
session or knowledge of the where- 
abouts of petitioner’s child. 

A further incident is likewise 
characteristic and significant. Dif- 
ferent witnesses testified that they 
had been shown by Mrs. Muench 
an X-ray photograph ... and that 
this photograph bore the name writ- 
ten thereon in ink, “Mrs. Ludwig O. 
Muench.” Mrs. Muench showed 

this photograph to Dr. Pitzman a 
few days before the purported birth 
of a child to her, and after he 
looked at it, supposing that it was 

a picture taken of her, he decided 

that she was pregnant. 

Similar X-ray photographs had 
been made of Anna Ware by Dr. 
Simon Levey a short time prior ‘o 
her confinement. These photo- 

y eraphs were delivered to Dr. Denny, 
who attended Anna Ware at child- 

b -..- and Dr. Denny gave one 

of them to Wilfred Jones. The 

whereabouts of the latter photo- 
graph is unknown. Respondent 

Jones did not explain what he had 

done with it, and, strange to say, 
the supposed X-ray photograph of 

Mrs. Muench likewise disappeared. 

The Negro maid and the Negro 

nurse in the Muench home both 
stated that it was taken away from 
the Muench home by Dr. Pitzman. 
who positively denied, however, 
that he had taken it. Dr. Pitzman’s 
motive for taking this photograph 
away with him, if he did so, was not 
even suggested. 

Muench Story “Wholly Incredible.” 

Had the latter photograph been 
found, it would have definitely re- 
vealed whether or not Mrs. Muench 
was pregnant at the time it was 

For 
the purpose of determining whether 
it was a photograph of her, Mrs. 
Muench agreed during the hearing 
to have another like photograph 
made of herself. But this offer 
availed nothing, since she did not 
produce the original X-ray photo- 
graph, and the explanations offered 
of its disappearance are wholly in- 
credible. Had such an X-ray pho- 
tograph ever been made of Mrs. 
Muench, that fact could either have 
been established by the person mak- 
fing the photograph, or the reason 
for not being able to establish the |

fact in that way easily explained. 
No such person was produced to 
testify, nor was his name or the 
occasion of the making of the pho- 
tograph suggested. 

The attempts on the part of the 
respondents Muench to conceal the 
event of the birth of a child to them 
in secrecy, surrounded by circum- 
stances which are the most myste- 
rious, do not comport with human 
experience or lend support to their 
contentions. Instead, their actions, 
when viewed in the light of the oth- 
er testimony heard, lead to the con- 
clusion that their claim that a child 
was born to Mrs. Muench on Aug. 
18, 1935, is utterly false, and that 
‘their efforts to support that claim 
represent deliberate and consum- 
mate deception. Mrs. Muench did 
not give birth to a child on Aug. 18, 
1935. The child in the custody of 
this Court is not the child of Nellie 
Tipton Muench or Dr. Ludwig O. 
Muench. 

Child Is Anna Ware’s. 

Is this the child of Anna Ware? 
The evidence on that point reveals 
a combination of circumstances 
which, when taken together, lead 
to a positive conclusion. In De- 
cember, 1934, Anna Ware, an un- 
married woman 18 years of age, 
found that she was going to be- 
come a mother as a result of inti- 
mate relations she claims to have 
had with Francis Giordon, a mar- 
ried man, in whose home she had 
been serving as a housemaid for 
about two years in the city of New- 
town, a suburb of Philadelphia. 

She lived alone with her secret 
until the following February, when 
she revealed her plight to Mrs, Gior- 
don, the woman for whom she was 
working, and the wife of the man 
who was the father of the expected 
child. Anna Ware's father had died 
when she was a little child, and her 
mother had remarried. Anna and 
her older sister, Mary, had spent 
some of their time during childhood 
in orphanages. Anna received only 
a fifth grade education, and at the 
age of 15 she undertook the task 
of supporting herself by her own 
efforts. She worked at a number 
of places until she was employed by 
the Giordons at the age of 17, and 
her misfortune occurred before she 
became 19. It was May, 1935, before 
she revealed the secret of expectant 
motherhood to her sister Mary, who 
also worked in Newtown. 

While the two sisters were col- 
laborating at the task of helping 
Anna out of the difficulties in 
which she had become involved be- 
cause of her intimate relations with 
Mr. Giordon, a plan was suggested 
by Mrs. Giordon, with whom Anna 
had meanwhile talked confidential- 
ly of her situation. 

Mrs. Giordon’s Suggestion. 

Mrs. Giordon’s mother, Rebecca 
Winner, one of the original respon- 
dents herein, lived in St. Louis. In 
former years. Mrs. Winner’ had 
served extensively as a midwife, 
and Mrs. Giordon told Anna Ware 
that she had arranged through her 
mother for Anna to go to St. Louis 
where, after her child was born, 
the child would be adopted, and 
Anna would then have the oppor- 
tunity to begin life all over again. 
Anna's mother and sister not be- 
ing in a position to help her, and 
Anna herself being without means 
to finance the expenses of child- 
birth and also welcoming the op- 
portunity to avoid the notoriety of 
childbirth in her home community 
while she was yet unmarried, read- 
ily acquiesced in the suggestion. of 
Mrs. Giordon. According to the 
plan worked out between Mrs. Gior- 
don and her mother, Mrs. Winner, 
Anna received transportation to St. 
Louis, and was given assurance that 
she would be properly cared for by 
Mrs. Winner during childbirth, and 
that through the assistance of a 
St. Louis attorney, who represented 
a relative of Mrs. Winner who de- 
sired to adopt a child, Anna’s child 
would be taken by a good family, 
and her own immediate needs 
cared for. 

Wilfred Jones’ Role. 
The plan obviously relieved the 
Giordons of a most awkward situa- 
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tion and took the expectgnt mother 
away from all the eal she had 
ever known. On her arrival in St. 
Louis Anna Ware was taken by re- 
spondent Wilfred Jones, the attor- 
ney in question, to the home of Mrs. 
Winner. There she awaited the 
approaching event of motherhood. 
Occasionally Jones took her out 
riding in an automobile, and on 
one of these occasions Anna Ware 
became _ frightened when Jones 
asked her to describe the father 
of her unborn child. She became 
suspicious of Jones’ purposes and 
feared that he would take her child 
away where she could not see it. 
She wanted to avoid him and flee, 
but she had gone too far in the 
course agreed upon, and had no 
means of helping herself. 

Her suspicions and fears  in- 
creased when Jones called for her 
to go driving with him ae few 
nights later. It was about 9:30 at 
night when he arrived. Anna sug- 
gested that it was rather late to 
go out for a drive, but Jones re- 
plied that he had been so busy all 
day he had not been able to come 
earlier. Mrs. Winner’ suggested 
that Anna go with him on _ the 
drive. 

When Anna arrived at the car 
she found that there was a woman 
in thé front seat with Jones. Jones 
introduced the woman to Anna as 
“Mrs. Perkins.” Little was said as 
they drove together until the wom- 
an asked Anna about the color of 
her eyes, and whether or not her 
hair was naturally curly. 

Identification of Mrs. Muench. 

In the course of the ride they 
drove into Forest Park, where they 
stopped under a light and got out 
of the car. Here Anna had her 
first chance to observe the features 
of the woman who had been seated 
in the car beside Jones. Anna was 
afraid and highly suspicious. She 
looked carefully at the woman and 
made mental note of the details of 
her appearance. On their return 
Anna told Mrs. Winner she had 
seen the woman who she believed 
was to take her baby. Mrs. Winner 
agreed that this might have been 
the woman. During the hearing 
Anna positively identified respond- 
ent Nellie Tipton Muench as the 
woman who was with her and Jones 
on the night of this ride together 
when they stopped in Forest Park. 

After this incident Anna was 
more uncertain than ever as to the 
outcome of the plan for the adop- 
tion of her child. She expressed 
her uneasiness to Jones, ‘but he 
gave her constant assurance that 
everything would be all right. 

The baby was born to Anna Ware 
in the early morning of Aug. 17, 
1935, in the home of Rebecca Win- 
ner, in the City of St. Louis, *Mis- 
souri. Dr. Denny and Mrs. Winner 
cared for her at the time. The 
baby remained in bed with Anna 
during the day and until about 11 
o’clock that night. At that time 
Wilfred Jones and a woman dressed 
in a nurse’s uniform came to the 
home of Mrs. Winner. 

Baby Taken Away. 

Anna had been asleep but was 
awakened by the nurse’s voice and 
was told she had come to take her 
baby. Anna then asked Jones if 
she was going to take away the 
baby at that time of night, and he 
told her they were going to take it 
to the Jewish Hospital, where Anna 
could see it when she desired. She 
was asked to kiss the baby good-by, 
but she told the nurse and Mrs. 
Winner that while she would kiss 
the baby, she would not kiss it 
g0od-by, because Mr. Jones had told 
her he was going to place it in a 
hospital where she would have a 
chance to see it. 

The woman in the nurse’s uni- 
form silently picked up the baby 
from Anna Ware's bed, and quietly 
walked out of the room and out of 
the house, followed by Wilfred 
Jones. It was something like an 
hour thereafter that a baby ap- 
peared in the home of respondents 
Ludwig O. Muench and Nellie Tip- 
ton Muench. 

Motive of the Muenches. 
At that time respondents Muench 


were anxious to procure a_ baby, 
and thereafter Dr. Muench certified 
that a child had been born to Mrs. 
Muench, at 12:35 a, m., Aug. 18, as 
heretofore related. 

Mrs. Muench was then under in- 
dictment for participating in the 
kidnaping of Dr. I. D. Kelley, a 
wealthy St. Louis physician, and 
her trial on that charge was to be 
held in Mexico, Mo., just one month 
later. Her purpose to secure and 
pretend that she had given birth to 
the baby was presumably conceived, 
in part at least, for the purpose of 
enabling her to gain sympathy from 
the jury trying her in the kidnap- 
ing case pending, although the evi- 
dence fairly warrants the belief 
that she may have had even more 
ulterior motives in mind. 

This purpose on the part of the 
respondents Muench had been di- 
vulged by another strange circum- 
stance that had occurred in the 
preceding July. On July 11 Dr. 
Aaron Levy, head pediatrician at 
the Jewish Hospital, was called by 
Dr. Muench to the latter’s residence 
in St. Louis to\attend a baby. Dr. 
Levy arrived at the Muench resi- 
dence in the afternoon and imme- 
diately sensed a mysterious situa- 
tion. He was shown a baby and 
was told by Dr. Muench that they 
wanted the whole matter kept se- 
cret. 

The situation was such that Dr. 
Levy felt called on to explain that 
he knew how ‘o be tactful, but that 
he would not be a party to decep- 
tion. No explanation was made to 
him as to the strange appearance 
in the Muench home of this child. 
It was a newborn baby. Upon his 
examination of it, Dr. Levy found 
it critically ill. He suggested im- 
mediately that it be moved to the 
Jewish Hospital. 

Jones’ Call at Hospital. 


Later that evening Wilfred Jones 
took this baby to the Jewish Hos- 
pital, where the woman (who 
accompanied Jones) signed cer- 
tain entry papers, required by the 
hospital, as “Helen Meyers.” A 
hospital nurse who was present at 
the time these papers were signed 
by the woman who wrote her name 
as “Helen Meyers,” and a young 
doctor who was an interne in the 
hospital, both identified this woman 
as the respondent Helen Berroyer 
who, incidentally, lives with her 
mother, whose name is “Meyers.” 

A handwriting expert said that 
the handwriting of the name “Hel- 
en Berroyer” on the Iatter’s return 
in this cause as well as on other 
papers used in the hearing and 
admittedly written by Helen Ber- 
royer, was the same handwriting 
as that used by the woman who 
wrote the name “Helen Meyers” 
at the Jewish Hospital when the 
baby was entered: there from the 
Muench home on July 11. 

This child had been taken from 
its unwedded mother, Estelle Oberg, 
by Wilfred Jones, who also repre- 
sented to her that he was taking 
it to some clients who wanted to 
adopt it. The child remained in 
the Jewish Hospital five days, at 
the end of which time it died. Ar- 
rangements for its burial were 
made after its death by Wilfred 
Jones, with whom the hospital au- 
thorities communicated, according 
to his directions. 

This baby, the child of ‘Estelle 
Oberg, an unmarried woman, and 
one Arnold Price, was taken to the 
Muench home to be used by re- 
spondents Muench as their child 
After the death or that child, it be- 
came necessary for them to secure 
another child to accomplish their 
purpose, and, through the manipu- 
lations of respondent Jones, Anna 
Ware's child was obtained. 

It was taken from the Winner 
home to the home of respondents 
Muench the night following its 
birth, and remained there until the 
hearing in this cause. 

“Part of a Conspiracy.” 

The child of Anna Ware was ob- 
tained as part of a conspiracy on 
the part of the respondents Muench, 
assisted by Wilfred Jones and Hel- 
en Berroyer.. The conduct on the 
part of these conspirators, as re- 
vealed by their actions and their 
testimony during the hearing, clear- 
ly evidenced the conspiracy. 

Respondent Jones was absent 
during the first week of the hear- 
ing, and strenuous efforts to dis- 
cover his whereabouts and procure 
his presence in court proved un- 
availing. No excuse was assigned 
for his absence. 

Appearing at the hearing at the 
opening of the second week after 
his counsel had publiciy stated his 
intention to withdraw from the case 
if he did not appear, he made no 
satisfactory explanation of his 
earlier absence. He began taking 
part in the hearing and from the 
part he was taking it was at once 
apparent that his purpose was to 
conceal, rather than to aid in the 
ascertainment of the facts before 
the Special Commissioner. 

Upon taking the witness. stand 
himself, he assumed an attitude of 
evasion, equivocation and insolence 
that was obviously designed to 
throw the entire hearing into a 
state of confusion and uncertainty. 

Wilfred Jones’ Testimony. 
According to his own admissions, 
he was the central figure in the 
episode connected with the placing 
of the Price baby in the Muench 
home and later taking it from there 
to the Jewish Hospital, where it 
died. He was, likewise, the cen- 
tral figure in taking Anna Ware’s 
baby away from her. He knew 
with whom Anna Ware’s baby had 
been placed. He refused to divulge 
the name of these people, a purport- 
ed husband and wife, who he said 
were his clients, on the ground 
that these clients had instructed 
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claimed the right to refuse to state 
their names on the ground that this 
would be a violation of the right of 
privileged communication between 
attorney and client. He would not 
violate that privilege except by di- 
rection of the Special Commis- 
sioner. 

The Special Commissioner ruled 
that the purported contract of em- 
ployment between respondent 
Jones and his unnamed clients was 
not such employment as would fur- 
nish the basis for the relationship 
between attorney and client such 
as would enable him to claim the 
privilege and directed that he state 
who the persons were with whom 
he had left Anna Ware’s child. 


Jones’ Story of “Palmers.” 

It was immediately revealed that 
respondent Jones had studiously 
prepared to meet the situation in 
the event the Special Commissioner 
directed him to divulge the names 
of his purported clients. He then 
stated that these purported clients 
were Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Palmer, 
who had formerly lived in St. Louis, 
and had later moved to Memphis 
and then to Chicago, where they 
were supposed to be living at the 
time of his testimony. He stated 
with precision his supposed rela- 
tions with these clients, and said 
that he might be able to locate them 
and determine whether or not they 
still had Anna Ware’s baby. 

His entire conduct as a party 
and as a witness betrayed a skilled 
effort to evade giving to the court 
the information which he clearly 
had and which was needed to settle 
the issue pending. in the con- 
summation of that purpose he was 
shown to be working hand in hand 
with respondents Muench, with 
whom he conferred during the 
progress of the hearings after he 
entered his appearance, and at 
whose home he admitted he had 
met these other respondents before 
he put in his attendance at the 
hearings. 

After the testimony of respondent 
Jones was concluded, the Special 
Commissioner urged him to con- 
tact the parties having Anna 
Ware’s baby and have them bring 
it into court, and appealed to him 
as an attorney and officer of the 
court, to assist the court in arriv- 
ing at the truth in connection with 
the hearings. No effort on his part 
to comply with that request ap- 
peared forthcoming, but instead 
certain of the other testimony that 
followed his tended on its face to 
corroborate a part of the story he 
had told. 

Mrs. Plummer’s Testimony. 

Finally petitioner placed on the 
stand Mrs. J. R. Plummer, who 
lived with her husband in Minne- 
apolis, and who had formerly lived 
in Chicago, Memphis and St. Louis. 
She and her husband had known 
respondent Jones in St. Louis. 
They had talked with him about the 
adoption of a child. Through him 
they had for a time kept the daugh- 
ter of one Grace Thomasson Diefen- 
bach, a friend and consort of re- 
spondent Jones, who had _. been 
named by him as the nurse who ac- 
companied him in taking both the 
Price baby to the Jewish Hospital 
and Anna Ware’s baby away from 
her. 

Mrs. Plummer’s testimony accord- 
ed in minute detail with the testi- 
mony of Wilfred Jones relative to 
the identity and movements of the 
persons who took the Anna Ware 
baby, and showed that she and her 
husband were, without doubt, the 
persons who had been named by 
respondent Jones in his testimony 
as “Mr. and Mrs, J. R. Palmer,” who 
had taken the Ware baby. There 
was no question of doubt as to that 
fact. 

Jones Charged With Perjury. 

The testimony of Mrs. Plummer 
was given before the Special Com- 
missioner at a time when an assist- 
ant of the Circuit Attorney of the 
City of St. Louis was in attendance. 
It came as a culmination of a series 
of facts and circumstances that so 
conclusively stamped respondent 
Jones as a perjurer that the Special 
Commissioner, in open court, from 
the bench, called the circumstances 
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him not to divulge their names. Heof the testimony 


of respondent 
Jones to the attention of the As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney and stated 
that respondent Jones was guilty 
of having committed flagrant per- 
jury, and asked the assistant of the 
Circuit Attorney to proceed to act 
upon the state of facts thus re- 
vealed. 

As an attorney and officer of the 
Court, respondent Jones owed the 
Court a duty to state the truth rela- 
tive to the matter under invasti- 
gation. His prior conduct relative 
to those matters was not only gross- 
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ly unbecoming a member of the 
bar and in patent violation of his 
public duty as a lawyer and officer 
of the Court, but his purported ex- 
planation of the circumstances was 
so evasive and wholly incredible as 
also to destroy all credibility that 
might have attached to the testi- 
mony of an honest witness. 
Anna Ware Made Her Case. 

Both in its minuter aspects as 
well as in its broader scope the evi- 
dence of the petitioner established 
the facts charged in her petition

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birth, became a helpless victim of 
the conspiracy.

Premature Birth Story. 
And so patricularly of the evi- 
dence which was offered as tending 
to show that the child that was sup- 
posed to have been born in the 
Muench home was a premature 
baby. According to the alleged cal- 
culations of the pretending pareftts, 
the child was born six weeks before 
time for its natural birth. It was 
said that it weighed only some six 
and one-half pounds at birth, a 
weight pointed to by respondents as 
two pounds less than that of the 
baby born to Anna Ware at about 
the same time. 
A Negro nurse was engaged by re- 
spondents Muench to take care of 
the baby in their home immediately 
following the alleged birth, and this 
nurse described in detail how the 
baby in the Muench home was 
cared for from the beginning. 
The evidence showed that if pre- 
mature babies are to live, it is in- 
dispensable that they have special 
care and feeding of the most par- 
ticular nature adapted to their in- 
dividual necessities. Moreover, high- 
ly skilled and widely experienced 
St. Louis physicians pointed out 
that if the baby that is claimed to 
have been born to Mrs, Muench was 
a premature baby, it could not pos- 
sibly have survived under the sched- 
ule of feeding and care that the 
child in the Muench home was 
shown to have received. 
These same physicians also testi- 
fied that under the usual processes 
of normal child development, it was 
impossible for a child weighing only 
six and one-half pounds at birth at 
the time this child was said to have 
been born to Mrs. Muench to have 
weighed 12 pounds, as this child 
did, at the time it was brought into 
court in response to the order for 
its production. 
Claim “Thoroughly Exploded.” 
In fact, the whole idea of the 
so-called Muench baby having been 
prematurely born was so thorough- 
ly exploded during the progress of 
the hearing that even the respond- 
ents themselves seemed eventually 
to have abandoned it. 
That the child now in the custody 
of the court, and taken from the 
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home of the respondents Muench 


the child of the petitioner, 
can be no reasonable doubt. 
child made its. appearance in the 


taken from its mother until it was 
seen in the Muench home. It has 
made the usual normal develop- 
ment since that time. It was shown 
by the experts who examined it 
that it had characteristics striking- 
ly similar to those of Anna Ware. 
The photographs of the child 
shown in comparison with the pho- 
tographs ef both Mrs. Muench and 
Anna Ware revealed a most pro- 
nounced likeness on the part of the 
child with Anna Ware in respect 
to the eyes, the nose and the mouth, 
while showing no marked points of 
resemblance whatsoever between 
the child and Mrs. Muench. Partic- 
ularly striking is the similarity of 
the mouth of the child with that of 
Anna Ware. 
Anna Ware positively identified 
the baby as her child. The inde- 
scribable but eloquent expression of 
motherly instinct and affection re- 
vealed by Anna Ware when = she 
first saw the baby in court was 
significant. Had this not been An- 
na Ware’s child, the respondents 
could have, and certainly would 
have accounted for the present 
whereabouts of the Ware child. 
The child is the son of Anna Ware. 
One and Only Conclusion. 
The finding from the _ evidence 
that the child now in the custody 
of the court is the child of peti- 
tioner permits but one and only one 
conclusion on the part of the court, 
which is that the child should be 
given over into petitioner’s custody 
as its natural and proper guardian. 
This for the reason that the na- 
ture of this proceeding considered, 
and with all due regard to the lim- 
ited issues involved, there is and 
could be no question raised respect- 
ing petitioner’s right to have cus- 
tody of .her child from these re- 
spondents, once her status as its 
natural mother is etablished. Roch: 
ford vs. Bailey, 322 Mo. 1155, 17 
S. W. (2d) 941. 
Quite obviously the unfortunate 
illegitimacy of the child could not 
serve to render this proceeding as 
instituted by petitioner any the less 
proper (29 C. J. 111), nor is peti- 
tioner’s right to, maintain the pro- 
ceeding to be in anywise affected 
because she sues alone and with- 
out the joinder or intervention of 
the child’s father, if his identity 
were otherwise duly and properly 
established. Rochford v. Bailey, 
supra. 
The order and judgment of the 
Court should therefore be that the 
child be delivered into the custody 
of petitioner as prayed in her peti- 
tion; and the Special Commission- 
er so recommends.

100 CATHOLIC LEADERS 
DECLARE FOR NEW NRA 


Social Action Department of 
Welfare -Conference Wants 
Constitutional Amendment. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—A Con- 


stitutional amendment to permit 
the setting up of a new and more 
extensive NMRA was urged in a joint 


statement signed by more than 100 
Catholic leaders yesterday. The new 
setup, they said, should include 
farmers and the professions under a 
system of “occupational group or- 
ganization.” 

The statement, issued by the So- 
cial Action Department of the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference, 
said that efforts to “return to the 
old regime defeat recovery, make 
unemployment chronic and indefin- 
itely postpone the coming of social 
justice.” 

Government regulation of an “eco- 
nomic dictatorship” of big wealth, 
it added, is insufficient to establish 
a “just economic order” and is a 
forerunner of either Communism or 
Fascism. 

“If employes,” the statement said, 
“had been represented (adequately, 
of course) in the associations which 
drew up the NRA industrial codes 
and in the ‘authorities which ad- 
ministered the code provisions, the 
NRA and its institutions would 
have been fairly comparable with 
the proposed occupational groups. 
“Had the NRA been permitted to 
continue, it could readily have de- 
veloped into the kind of industrial 


order recommended by the Holy 
Father.” 

At another point the statement 
said: 


“Without a constitutional amend- 
ment, the country can obtain neith- 
er the most elementary regulation 
of industry, as in the matter of min- 
imum wages, maximum hours, and 
fair business practices, nor an occu- 
pational group system endowed 
with authority necessary to its va- 
rious functions.”

laundries in collecting extra charges 
for insurance from customers on 
each bundle of laundry or garments 
cleaned, today announced that un- 
less the practice was discontinued 


by Monday, he would file ouster 
proceedings against the companies 
in the Missouri Supreme Court. 
McKittrick made the announce- 
ment after a conference with Ed- 
ward H. Miller Jr., of St. Louis, As- 
sistant Attorney-General, who has 
been conducting the inquiry for the 
Attorney-General’s department. Mc- 
Kittrick told Miller to confer with 
representatives of the laundries and 
cleaners and to state the depart- 
ment’s position to them. 

The suits, if filed, would be quo 
warranto proceedings asking the 
Supreme Court to fine the com- 
panies and oust them from business 
for alleged abuse and exceeding of 
their charter powers and privileges, 
McKittrick said. 

He declared the collection of the 
insurance, amounting to one cent 
or more on each transaction, under 
the circumstances was illegal under 
insurance laws of the State. Total 
collections from the exaction of the 
insurance charges from customers 
have been estimated at more than 


$100,000 a year, McKittrick said.

Mrs. Tober, who previously ad- | 
mitted through counsel that the 
boy had been placed in the orphan- 
age because of difficulties with a 
former husband, insisted on the 
stand yesterday that her. husband, 
Herman Tober, is the father of the 
child, whom she calls Herman To- 
ber Jr. 

Mrs. Tober, who has been ac- 
cused by her husband of having 
several ex-husbands, denied testi- 
mony by William McQueen, an 
East St. Louis switchman, that he 
married her in 1915 and divorced 
her four years later. She de- 
clared she “never saw him” un- 
til his appearance in court. 

A previous witness, Clifford Wil- 
‘loughby, a rancher of Brown, Cal., 
testified the boy was his son, 
whom he placed in the East St. 
Louis orphanage. Another’ wit- 
ness, Lloyd Owens, of East. St. 
Louis, said he had twice married 
and divorced the woman. 

Lawyers for Mrs. Tober charged 
yesterday that blood specimens had 
been switched in an effort to prove 
she was not the mother of the 
boy. 

A month ago Dr. Alexander Wie- 
ner, Brooklyn blood — specialist, 
testified that Tober might have 
been the father of the child but } 
Mrs. Tober could not have been 
the mother. Yesterday, Dr. Stuart 
L. Vaughan, of Buffalo, testified 
he was unable to determine the 
boy’s parentage but that Tober’s 
blood and that of the boy were in 
the same ‘group.

RESERVE BOARD SETU 


Present Governors Limit Re- 
appointment of District Chair- 
men to Two Months. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — The 
Federal Reserve Board yesterday 
limited the reappointment of chair- 
men and deputy chairmen of the 
12 Federal Reserve Banks to two- 
month terms, in preparation for 


changes to be made under the 1935 
banking act. Ordinarily the ap- 
pointments, effective Jan. 1, are for 
a@ year. 

An official said this was done so 
the new board of governors, to be 
appointed by President Roosevelt 
under provisions of the banking act 
“may be free to make its own des- 
ignations.” The new board, of sev- 
en members, will replace the pres- 
ent nine-member board. 


Increased Power of Board. 


In addition to naming the chair- 
men and deputy chairmen, the new 
board will have the power of veto 
over the selection of “presidents” 
of the various banks. Under the 
old law, these “presidents” were 
known as “governors” of the banks 
and were n@ subject. to the ap- 
proval of the board of governors. 
They must be chosen by the banks 
by March 1. 

President Roosevelt already has 
said that Chairman Marriner 5S. 
Eccles will be the head of the new 
Federal Reserve Board. Others 
mentioned as possible appointees 
have included John Henry Wil- 
liams, economic adviser to the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank; Jo- 
seph E. Broderick, former superin- 
tendent of New York State Banks; 
Lewis Williams, a former official 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
‘Cleveland, and Herman Oliphant, 
general counsel for the Treasury. 

Directors Re-appointed. 

The old board also announced the 
reappointment of all Class “C” di- 
rectors whose terms expire Dec. 
31 but who have not served six or 
more consecutive years, the max- 
imum under the new law. 

Class “C” directors unable to qual- 
ify under the service prohibition, 
and who therefore were not reap- 
pointed, included Owen D. Young, 
chairman of the General Electric 
Co., and a director of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. 

Directorates of the Federal Re- 
serve Banks consist of nine mem- 
bers. Class A directors consist of 
three members chosen by stock 
holding banks; Class B of three 
members actively engaged in com- 
merce, agriculture or some other in- 
dustrial pursuit; while the three 
Class “C” members are designated 
by the board of governors in Wash- 
ington. 

Among the chairmen re-appointed 
for two months is J. S. Wood of St. 
Louis. Paul Dillard was _ re-ap- 
pointed deputy chairman at St. 
Louis for two months. 


MAYOR CONSIDERS NEW BUREAU 
FOR CITY'S MOTOR EQUIPMENT 


Survey to Determine Possibility of 
Economies; Departments Now 
Manage Their Own. 


Mayor Dickmann announced to- 
day that a survey of the city’s mo- 
tor equipment would be made be- 
fore Jan. 1 to determine whether 
economies might be 
placing all of the equipment under 
a separate control bureau. The sev- 
eral departments now have charge 
of the automobiles and trucks as- 
signed to them. 

Asked if his purpose was to take 
the control of 125 passenger cars 
out of the hands of Comptroller 
Nolte, the Mayor replied in the 
negative. He said that if the sur- 
vey showed a central department of 
motor transportation to be desir- 
able, he would request an ordinance 
establishing it. 

The automobile of which the 
Comptroller has charge are housed 
in the Municipal Garage at South 
Twelfth boulevard and Clark ave- 
nue and are requisitioned by city of- 
ficials for business use. The comp- 
troller hires 21 employes for the 
passenger car service at a total of 
$87,300 a year for salaries and 
maintenance of the service.

“That seerns to me to be a gratu- 
itous and unjustified libel against 
the Constitutional fathers.” 

The Wagner Act, among other 
things, carries a statutory guaran- 
tee of the right of collective bar- 
gaining. 

Madden described the activities of 
former Solicitor-General James M. 
Beck who, he said, “urged the ex- 
tension of the Federal power to pre- 
vent a disruption of interstate com- 
merce” in two cases before the Su-

“Now Mr. Beck urges with all his 
splendid eloquence that our law is 
beyond the powers of any govern- 
ment, and particularly beyond the 
powers of the Federal Government,”

NEW YORK SOCIALIST PARTY 
SPLIT OVER ‘PURGE’ ORDER 


Norman Thomas Identifies Self 
With “Militant” Left-Wing Fac- 
tion in Schism. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—The So- 
cialist party in New York City, 
largest unit in the national organ- 
ization, was split today in a fight 
between “old guard” and “militant” 


‘factions. 


The left-wing “militant” leaders 
walked out of a Central Committee 
meeting controlled by the right- 
wing “old guard” last night, set up 
an organization of their own and 
declared they represented a major- 
ity of the Socialists in the city. 

Norman Thomas, one of the lead- 
ers of the left-wing faction, imme- 
diately identified himself with the 
New York “militants.” 

The split was precipitated by the 
action of the Executive Committee 
of the central body, several weeks 
ago, in ordering a “purge” of so- 
called “revolutionists” in the party, 
including many of the left-wing 
leaders. 

This order was aimed at those 
who adhered to the revolutionary 
declaration of principles ido >ted at 
the 1934 national convention, advo- 
cating a “dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat in case the capitalist sys- 
tem collapsed amidst chaos” — a 
doctrine the “old guard” said was 
not Socialistic but Communistic.

If Upheld, Act Will Change

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — The 
Tennessee Valley Authority Act 
was assailed as unconstitutional and 
“revolutionary” in a brief filed with 
the Supreme Court today by James 
M. Beck, former Solicitor-General 
and member of the American Lib- 


erty League. 

Beck, representing a group of 
Alabama Power Co. stockholders, 
contended that, if the legislation 
were upheld, it would “change the 


form of the Federal Government 
and the social organization of the 
American people.” 

The brief was filed in prepara- 
tion for arguments Dec. 19 on va- 
lidity of the act, which was upheld 
by the Federal Circuit Cour. of Ap- 
peals at New Orleans. 

The brief was presented’ three 
days: after the Dec. 2 deadline set 
by the Court for its presentation. 
It was indicated at TVA  head- 
quarters, however, that no protest 
would be made. The Government 
must file its brief by Dec. 16. 

The case involves the right of the 
Federal Government to sell surplus 
electric power generated at its Ala- 
bama dams and to acquire trans- 
mission lines to carry it to nearby 
cities for use by municipalities in 
competition with privately owned 
utility companies. 

The brief, prepared by Beck and 
Forney Johnston, Alabama attor- 
ney, contended: 

“The permanent conduct of a se-

FIVE HUGE CRATERS ON SUN 


Spots Are Largest That Have Ap- 
peared in First Four Years of ’ 
Seven-Year Cycle.

SANTA CLARA, Cal., Dec. 5.— 


Five huge craters of spots have 


appeared on the sun, Dr. Albert 
Newlin, director of Ricard Memo- 
rial Observatory, announced today. 

Solar volcanoes caused the cra- 
ters. A manifestation of what 
scientists term the rising “sunspot 
cycle” of seven years’ duration, Dr. 
Newlin said. The craters are 
largest so far in the cycle which 
will continue about three years. 
They will be visible to astronomers 
for nine days, and then will cross 
the face of the sun at the center 
of the Southern hemisphere before 
disappearing. 

A tremendous increase of solar 
disturbances, Dr. Newlin said, has 
occurred during 1935.

I feel no 
different at all. | 
- I can see that Socialists are having a 
lot of fun nowadays saying, “I told you 
80." They are the only ones who make 
out to understand and even enjoy the 
social convulsions we are now experienc- 
ing. They are surprised at nothing. I 
would not deny them their satisfaction 
because I feel strongly myself that one 
‘who has no notion or a mistaken notion 
of Socialist doctrine is poorly fortified to 
bear up under the birth pangs of this’ 
new era. We can hardly escape sharing 
the pangs but we can endure them better 
for having known all along that we were 
pregnant, and not being too surprised 
when something comes of it. Socialists, 
of course, have known about our condi- 
tion for a long time. 
. But, if I am a Socialist, I'm regrettably 
lacking in evangelistic zeal. Recently I 
did help provide for a Socialist speaking 
in my town. But I am afraid it was 
curiosity or even mischief, instead of 
zeal, that prompted me to do it. Not cu- 
riosity to hear what the visiting Socialist 
would say, but a desire to observe how 
his hearers would respond. Now this was 
not the sort of Socialist meeting that is 
joked about in polite circles, with the un- 
der-privileged on the receiving end fac- 
ing a wild-eyed radical as he spreads the 
true social gospel with flaying arms. This 
was the regular weekly luncheon of the 
Charleston Kiwanis Club, with maybe a 
fuller attendance and more guests be- 
cause of the novelty of the occasion.

a fast-moving coupe can turn over a 10-ton 
truck; it’s why so many drivers in smashups 
have the wheel shoved through their chest 
and their legs minced into bits when the 
engine comes popping back through the 
dashboard. 

Suppose you do apply the brakes, then 
what? Well, the mere business of braking 
a 3500-pound car at 60 miles an hour is a 
little matter that had the engineers sitting 
up nights for months. First of all, the brak- 
ing process itself develops upwards of 208 
horsepower of energy, or nearly three times 
the maximum rating of your car. This must 
be checked by four relatively small brake 
bands. Energy can't be ignored or thrown 
away—it must be used somehow. There- 
fore, the brakes convert it into heat—to be 
explicit, into about 1400 degrees of heat. 

Here is a terrific amount of power run- 
ning wild. If you exert all that power at 
once by jamming on the brakes, you go 
through the windshield, and your shiny new 
bus goes right over the fence. But even if 
you brake gradually and skillfully, you've 
still got 208 prancing horses with the bits 
in their teeth, to be subdued within 226 feet. 

What does all this mean? It means that 
a car going at 60 miles an hour is nine times 
harder to stop than the same car at 20— 
not three times, as you might surmise. 

It means a lot of things which all simmer 
down to the fact that speed driving is a 
split-second job; an exacting pastime call- 
ing for the keenest perception, and unshak- 
able emotional control, and the finest of co- 
ordination. Certainly the Mile-a-Minute Man 
should be a crack judge of distance, yet not 
more than one driver in 10 can measure off 
600 feet with his eye while in motion. 

~ * * 


Visibility is an extremely vital detail in 
controlling speed. Even in broad daylight, 
it is perfectly asinine to drive 60 miles an 
hour toward a blind spot 200 feet distant, 
when, at best, you will need 226 feet in which 
to stop if you have to. Good driving prac- 
tice says that at 45 miles an hour, you 
should have a “clear sight distance” of 350 
feet—at 60 miles an hour, you need 600 feet 
of unobstructed view—at 80 miles an hour, 
you require 1000 feet. 

At night, the death rate per accident on 
the highway is 51 per cent greater than the 
daytime toll, with only one-fifth the traffic. 

Obviously, a mile a minute at night is the 
height of folly, even though many drivers 
maintain that pace. As a matter of cold 
fact, with a pair of average headlights show- 
ing clearly for 100 feet, you are continuous- 
ly driving 15 feet in the dark, even at 40 
miles an hour, because you need a minimum 
of 115 feet in which to stop. 

There are so many forces involved—so 
many physical and mechanical and mental 
factors to be co-ordinated—that driving 60 
miles an hour or more on the highway is 
still somewhat over our heads. But when 
you appreciate what all these conditions are 
and look them unflinchingly in the eye, it 
becomes patent that it takes something 
more than a driver’s license to admit the 
average motorist into the elite circle of 
Mile-a-Minute Men,

ON YOUTH ADMINISTRATION 


Tells Research Club of Washington 
That There Will Be Much 
Criticism. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — Mrs. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt prophesied 

last night that the Youth Adminis- 


tration would meet with a_ great 
deal of criticism. She spoke be- 
fore the Research Club, composed 
of teachers and other educators at 
the capital. 

“There are all types of young peo- 
ple scattered around,” she _ said. 
“They range from young Commun- 
ists to young D. A. R.’s You can’t 
expect them to agree on just what 
the National Government should of- 
fer to them.” 

However, her argument contin- 
ued, “just the fact that the Govern- 
ment is taking an interest in them 
gives them something to shoot at.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt said that as an 
observer she thought it “good to 
have all shades of opinion,” to have 
young people of varying views argu- 
ing with each other, “to see if they 
might find some common meeting 
ground.” 

“If youth takes this thing and 
co-operates, saying ‘We don't like 
this, ‘We don’t like that’—but it 
has a chance perhaps to give us 
something we want—and then real- 
ly go to work to achieve a success 
of some kind—we will have done a 
tremendous thing,” she said.

ABENDMUSIK CLUB 
CONCERT PLEASING 


Martin Teicholz, Guest ’Cellist, 
and Others Take Part 
in Varied Program. 


The fifth public concert of the

SAM SILK IS REINSTATED 


AS PROFESSIONAL BONDSMAN 


Dropped After Driver Says He Gave 

Him $20 to Settle Fine, Costs 

and Fees Totaling $15. 

Reinstatement of Sam Silk, 5930 
Hamilton terrace, as a qualified 
professional bondsman has been or- 
dered by Chief of Police McCarthy 
on recommendation of Maj. Albert 
Bond Lambert, vice-president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners. The 
order was effective last Saturday, 
Chief McCarthy told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

Silk’s name was struck from the 
list of qualified bondsmen by Chief 
McCarthy on Nov. 4, after Dines 
Nelson, 2 Dromara road, McKnight 
Village, who was arrested for speed- 
ing on Lindell boulevard Oct. 20, 
told reporters he had given Silk a 
check for $20 with the understand- 
ing that $7 was the bondsman’s fee 
and that the fine and court costs 
would be paid so that Nelson would 
not be required to go to court. 
Nelson appeared in court Nov. 4 and 
learned that a $5 fine and $3 court 
costs had been accepted by Police 
Judge Joseph Simpson before court 
opened. Silk returned $5 to Nelson, 
the difference between the $20 
check and the fine, court costs and 
fee. 

Maj Lambert told a Post-Dispatch 

reporter that he and the other 
members of the Police Board 
thought Silks’ suspension for a 
month from his business as a bonds- 
man was sufficient punishment for 
his offense. Maj. Lambert added 
that his investigation of Silk’s case 
convinced him that Silk’s action, 
while not entirely proper, was, in 
the last analysis, merely one in 
which Silk had been paid a fee to 
pay the fine and court costs of a 
client as a convenience, rather than 
any attempt to evade the fine im- 
posed by the Court. 
As a result of this disclosure, 
Judge Simpson announced the next 
day that he would accept no more 
traffic fines in chambers. *

Fleming, who is president of the 
Riggs National Bank of Washing- 
ton, D. C., spoke before the New 
York State Chamber of Commerce. 
He cited the control machinery set 
up under the banking acts of 1933 
and 1935 and said, “It is my belief 
that if we had had the machinery 
now available, and it had been util- 
ized, the inflation in the stock mar- 
ket which reached such top-heavy 
proportions in the fall of 1929 could 
have been prevented.” He added 
that the control measures “are only 
effective where bank credit is be- 
ing used, and they provide no con- 
trol over either individual or cor- 
porate buying of securities for 
cash.”

However, it is my hope that 
they will select representatives to 
participate in a general conference, 
and it is in the latter that the con- 
sumer representative would partici- 
pate.” 

Marsh retorted that “sad recent 
and continuing experience has 
taught consumers that these post- 
season meetings are only wailing 
walls for them after the ball is over, 
after the lights are out.” He de- 
manded that consumer representa- 
tives be afforded an opportunity to 
participate in the conference from 
the outset. 

“Consumers,” he declared, “are 
determined not to pay prices to pro- 
vide profiteering returns on ficti- 
tious and dishonest investment. 
That is the issue. Why not thresh 
it out Dec. 9? Who is afraid of it?” 


INDUSTRY ADVISED 
TO CALL FOR HALT 


IN NEW DEAL LAWS 
Continued From Page One. 


Sloan said: “I am convinced that 


industry should stand united and | 


adamant against such a proposal.” 
Appeal for New Thinking. 

“Industry,” Sloan said, “must fur- 
ther expand its horizon of thinking 
and action. It must assume the 
role of enlightened industrial states- 
manship. To the extent that it ac- 
cepts such broadened responsibili- 
ties, to that degree does it assure 
the maintenance of private enter- 
prise. 

“Inaction will ultimately mean 
the challenging of industry’s posi- 
tion. Failure will bring, sooner or 
later, the urge for more and more 
interference from without—Govern- 
ment in business.” 

“It is my firm conviction,” he 
declared, “that any form of ‘Gov- 
ernment regulation of industry’ is 
bound to result ix an ever-increas- 
ing interference with the broad ex- 
ercise of initiative—the very foun- 
dation of the American system. 

“This is the natural evolution of 

reaucracy. If that be so might 
not the ultimate logical result be 
the necessity for the socialization 
of industry through the breakdown 
of the profit system induced by the 
accumulative effect of the ever-in- 
creasing political management?” 

Criticises Calling f Conference. 

Sloan, at this point, termed “un- 
fortunate’ the approaching confer- 
ence called by George L. Berry, co- 
ordinator of Industrial Recovery, 
for consideratron of new Federal 
legislation dealing with industrial 
regulation. 

“The impression that will be cre- 
ated will be a planned impression,” 
Sloan declared. “It cannot possibly 
be broadly representative of indus- 
try’s thinking or reflect industry’s 
experience. It will confuse the 
public mind. It will inject uncer- 
tainty just at a time when recov- 
ery is being accelerated. And let us 
not forget the impetus that return- 
ing prosperity received upon term- 
ination of the NRA.” 

Sloan asserted that new confi- 
dence was developing in “American 
principles”—‘“the foundation of eco- 
nomic evolution and industrial 
progres. during the past several 
decades’”—but said that in the past 
few years it had become the vogue 
to discredit every instrumentality of 
accomplishment and _ characterize 
American industry as selfish.” 

Citing industrial accomplishments 
as ones of which to be proud, he 
said: “But, as we look forward, and 
as we analyze the evolution that 
has occurred, I am convinced that 
industry’s responsibilities can no 
longer be adequately discharged, 
however efficient and effective it 
may be, with the mere physical pro- 
duction of goods and services. 

“As our national economy be- 
comes more and more involved, the 
margin of error within which we 
can operate and maintain economic 
and social equilibrium, to say noth- 
ing of the vital urge for progress, 
is being constantly narrowed. 

“Hence, I believe that the 
has been reached when a much 
broader responsibility must be as- 
sumed.” 

Sloan proposed a “yardstick” to 
appraise proposals for attaining a 
“soundly based and widely distri- 
buted economic well-being”—which 
he said was the “theory of plenty” 
as opposed to “the theory of scar- 
city” which “has dominated our yve-

|tion of the most efficient 


; 


cent economic thinking and poli- 
cies.” 

His “yardstick” set forth: 

“First, the reduction in the real 
and selling prices of goods and 
services. 

“Second, a more economic bal- 
ance of national income through 
policies affecting wages, hours, 
prices, profits.” 

“The first,” he said, “presupposes 
that industry must strive for the 
most economical use of labor and 
material—the highest technique of 
management and the _ capitaliza- 
instru- 
ments of production. 

“The second recognizes the fact 
that, irrespective of what we may 
accomplish in expanding our mar- 
kets from without, we must to the 
most effective degree possible de- 
velop the greatest possible consum- 
ing power from within. There lies 
our greatest opportunity. 


“We must challenge industry’s 


thinking, its standards, and its 
methods, in terms of broader de- 
mands of today and tomorrow. 


Criticism should not deter us. In 
accepting such increased responsi- 
bilities, industrial leadership is sure 
to be attacked. This must be rec- 
ognized and accepted. 

“As long as we apply our yard- 
stick without prejudice, and with 
an open mind, and with an honesty 
of purpose, we need not concern 
ourselves with such criticism.”

By the 
“rule of eleven” I was marked with 
only one card higher than the four.

The 
more logical conclusion to draw 
was that the lead was not fourth 
best, in which case a shift was im- 
perative. : 

I won the club return with the 
king and led the heart. West cov- 
ered, dummy ducked, and East 
overtook with the king to lead a 
spade. Having won with the spade 
king, dummy led the heart ace and 
a low heart, which East snapped up. 
Disappointed at not finding the 
spade ace in his partner’s hand, 
East decided to shift once more—a 
fatal error. 

I won the diamond and overtook 
the jack of clubs with dummy’s 
queen to knock out the last heart. 
Nothing could defeat the contract at 
this stage, since the eight of clubs 
had been preserved as an entry to 
bring in the hearts and since I still 
had a stopper in both spades and 
diamonds. But had East plugged 
away consistently at either suit, the 
defense would have taken five 
tricks before I could run the hearts.

HE tall, good-logking chap with an 
T album on his lap, rose a little awk- 

wardly. There were lines of pain 
around his mouth as he sat down again. 
He said he had just been looking at a 
picture of himself taken in uniform 18 
years ago. He smiled a little and then 
added that he had been thinking, too, 
how different life would have been if he 
hadn’t run into that chlorine gas in the 
Argonne the morning of the Armistice. 
It was tough luck, he thought, to go 
through a whole war, and then get gassed 
on the last day, but, after all, he wasn’t 
as bad off as some. That was one way 
to look at it. 

Take Vogt, for instance, blind and 
helpless, legs and arms all drawn up in 
crazy, twisted ways. And Harry—a big 
shell smeared his face. And the boys in 
G-building, no hape for them, crazy as 
loons, still: fighting barbed wire entan- 
glements and screaming when shells kill 
their buddies. 

The tall fellow with the album looked 
out of the window of the room in F-ward 
on the third floor of Veterans’ Hospital 
at Jefferson Barracks.

Dr. Clendening The savage living 
largely in the open 
air, far from other human contacts, 
does not acquire it. Of course, 
when tuberculosis does get started 
in a savage community, the im- 
munity is so low that it spreads 
with great rapidity. This is the rea- 
son that so much effort is expend- 
ed in the control of tuberculosis in 
our modern centers of civilization. 
The incidence and death rate of 
tuberculosis have been going down 
steadily for the last 75 years. Only 
once in that period was there any 
upturn in the curve and that, sig- 
nificantly enough, was in the year 
1918, after the effects of under- 
nutrition in wartime populations 
had begun to produce results. 


Delayed Effects. 


The effects of under-nutrition on 
tuberculosis are not noticeable for 
four or five years. Up to now we 
have found no increase in the tu- 
berculosis rate due to the depres- 
sion. This may be due to the fact 
that the full effects of the depres- 
sion have not yet manifested them- 
selves in this particular direction. 

In spite of the decrease in the 
incidence of tuberculosis, we still 
have with us. There were 75,000 
deaths from tuberculosis in the 
United States in 1933. Eternal vigi- 
lance must, therefore, be main- 
tained to keep the disease in con- 
trol, and to spot. the early case. 

I have a letter from a reader of 
this column which goes: “I, a reg- 
istered nurse and a patient in a tu- 
berculosis sanitarium, read a recent 
article in a national magazine on 
the subject of tuberculosis, which 
was the description of one patient’s 
own fight with the disease. The 
thing that struck me was his ex- 
perience, so similar to my own, that 
several doctors passed him over 
without making a diagnosis. 

“The first week I was here I be- 
came acquainted with a girl who 
had a family history of tubercu- 
losis, but who had been assured by 
her physician, without X-ray, spu- 
tum and tuberculin tests, that al/ 
she had was bronchitis. I was my- 
self told by a doctor, ‘rou have 
nothing the matter with you. You 
have had three negative sputum 
tests; that ought to satisfy any- 
one.’” 

. IT agree that we cannot emphasize 
too strongly the necessity for keep- 
ing the medical profession remind- 
ed of the possible presence of tuber- 
culosis. Most of our modern doctors, 
however, have had that well drilled 
into them. Not only from the symp-
